Washington, April 1.—[Special. ]— 
Henry Ives Cobb, architect of the Chicago 
public building, may be deposed by the sec- 
retary of the treasury, ard the supervising 
architect of the treasury or some other archi- 
tect may be called upon to complete the 
structure. Some time ago Mr. Cobb was 
shorn of all his power by Secretary Shaw, 
and today the building operations and the 
administrative features of the Chicago build- 
ing are directed by Supervising Architect 
Taylor, although the actual work is per- 
formed under the direction of Mr. Cobb. 

The danger of Mr. Cobb's official head fall- 
ing into the basket was brought about as 
the result of an investigation conducted by 
the inspector of the supervising architect's” 
office, which disclosed that some of the work 
on the building is defective. 
poor, but a great deal of it is all that could 
be desired. Late in February Secretary 
Shaw issued an order which practically 
transferred the control of the Chicago build- 


tect of the treasury. These orders directed 
that Mr. Cobb should do nothing whatever 
in connection with the buiiding until the 
supervising architect had been consulted, 
had approved the work and aay changes that 
might be made. 

Previous to that time Mr. Cobb had abso- 
lute control and did as he pleased, and the 
supervising architect ‘knew nothing about 
the Chicago building except to honor requi- 
sitions of Mr. Cobb for funds with which to 
carry on the work. 


When the control ois the building was trans- 
ferred to Mr. Taylor the first thing he did 
Was to direct an inspector to visit Chicago 


work and inform him of the exact conditions 
existing. This course was pursued because 
the responsibility for the building had been 
transferred to the shoulders of Mr. Taylor, 
and he desired to know exactly the nn. 


George O. Von Nesta, superintendent of 
construction in the supervising architect's 
office, was therefore instructed to visit Chi- 
cago and make a thorough investigation of 
the Chicago building from the foundation to 
to the dome, and to pay particular attention 
to the character of the work and.the ma- 
terial. Mr. Von Nesta was in Chicago for 
some time, and he carried out his instruc- 
tions to the’ letter. -.It was impossible for him 
to inspect all the work and materjal, as some 
of it has been covered up in the ordinary 
methods of construction. He returned to 
Washington a day or two ago and made a 
written report to the supervising architect. 

This report is under lock and key, and will 
be carefully guarded until Mr. Taylor re- 
turns to the city. Officials of the architect’s 
office will not discuss the report, which is said 
to be particularly severe on Mr. Cobb. It has

This is expén- 
sive work, and if much inferior work has 
been placed in the building there has been an 
enormous saving to the contractors in the 
matter of wagés for this work, as the govern- 
ment has paid for high class finish. 

There is some question as to whether the 
secretary of the treasury will have smooth 
sailing in removing Mr. Cobb if he decides 
upon such extreme action.

Represented by Talbot J. Taylor & Co. of 
New York, the Keene forces are seeking an 
injunetion restraining the Harriman forces 
from voting their 900,000 shares of stock in the 
annual election. 

At the same time Harriman filed his answer 
and affidavits to the bill of Taylor & Co., in 
which he alleges the same peculiar actions on 
the part of Keene and his associates, and 
practically asserts that the suit was begun 


Harriman, in his affidavit, vigorously de- 
nies the allegations made respecting thé 
working of the Southern Pacific lines in the 
interests of the Union Pacific. He denies 
that any of the expenditures or improve- 
ments complained of were prompted by a 
consideration for the Union Pacific, but as- 
serts they were demanded by the interests 
@f the Southern Pacific alone, wholly irre- 
spective of any relations between the two 
systems, and were planned before the Union 
Pacific became interested, and were designed 
and recommended by Southern Pacific offi- 
cials and authorized by Harriman only after 
a thorough personal examination whereby 
he became convinced of the absolute neces- 
slty of the improvements. 


No Design on Central Pacific. 
. Me-denies emphatically the allegation 
which was such a conspicuous feature of the 
complaint to the effect that Union Pacific 
interests are planning to take over the Cen- 
tral Pacific lines from the Southern Pacific, 
and asserts that no such step was contem- 
plated or even discussed.

Seen Weeping pa Madison Street 


Bridge and Later Her Man Com- 
panion Fires. a Revolver and Ap-

Foul Play or Suicide—Many View a 


A series of mysterious incidents on .the 
west shore of the river, just south of Madi- 
son street, last night, gave the Desplaines

Toung Woman May Be Victim. 

According to a number of persons who had 


fore the object was seen in the water, a 
young woman and a young man were on a 
runway leading from the Adams Express 
company’s warehouse to the river. Sudden- 
ly, according to report, a shot was heara, 
and a moment later the young man was seen 
to hurry up the incline. When stopped by 
men who had heardthe shot he said the wom- 
an had fallen into the water and that he firea 
the shot to attract the attention of the police. 

When an effort was made by the bystand- 
ers to detain him he hurried away in the 
darkness. 


Tears, a a Splash. 
Richard Anderson, 168 Madison street, and 
Tony Rago, 54 West Ohio street, informed 
the police of the affair, and Detective Brady 
and polſcemen who were set to investigate 
the report obtained a confirmation of their. 
story from the bridgetender, Charles Boye, 
331 West Fulton street, and the nne at 
the bridge, John Glenn. 

Anderson and Rago say they were stand- 
ing at the approach to the Madison street 
bridge when they saw a woman on the bridge 
crying. She turned and went down the in- 
cline from the express company’s ware- 
house. 

A young man, apparently 25 years old, fol- 
lowed her down this runway and joined her. 
‘In the darkness the men on the bridge 
could not see what happened. In a few mo- 
ments after the young man joined the wom- 
an, they say, a shot was fired and they heard 
a noise like that of a body falling in the 
water. 


Tell of Body in River. 

Other men on the bank below the bridge 
told the police they subsequently saw a body 
floating in the river, but could not tell 
whether it was that of a man or woman.

Sergeant Michael Madden, after a thor- 
ough investigation, was inclined to the belief 
that a murder may have been committed.

he buildings. Groups of strikers then gath- 
ered on tbe street corners to discuss the 
situation, The strikers are peaceable. 

The action of the men has tied up the erec- 
tion of villas, cottages, and manor houses 
which wealthy New Yorkers are building 
in the towns along the sound. costing in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000, The strike cov- 
ers all the territory between the Bronx river 
and Hartford, Conn, and as it is just at the 
busy building season of‘ the year the con- 
tractors say the loss will be about $200,000 
a week to contractors, bosses, and mechanics. 


Threaten to Use Nonunion Men. 


In White Plains there are about 800 strik- 
ers, while at Mount Vernon, New Rochelle, 
Port Chester, Greenwich, New Haven, Hart- 
ford, and other towns there are hundreds ot 
idle union men in each place. The bosses 
threaten to hire nonunion men to complete 
several villas which New Yorkers want to 
occupy, this summer, and if they take this 
action considerable trouble is expected. 

The builders’ association of Mount Vernon, 
of which Ald. McGonigal! is president, held a 
meeting Tuesday night, but reached no 
agreement with the striking plumbers, who 
want 50 cents a day increase. They are re- 
ceiving $3.50 a day. The plumbers’ helpers 
also want their wages raised from $2 to $2.50. 
The bosses say they cannot stand such an 
increase, as it means ruin to them. 


Plan a Blacklist. 


The builders’ association, which is strong- 
ly allied to the trade councils, it is said, has 
decided that if one contractor agrees to the 
strikers’ demands he will be blacklisted, so

The matter will come up before a joint con- 
ference of the Indiana miners and operators 
to be held in Terre Haute today. Until this 
conference reaches an agreement the 30,000 
bituminous miners will remain idle, as their 
old agreement on the point expired Tuesday 
night and has not been renewed. 


Old System Abolished. 


“The trouble over “ shooters’’ began three 
years ago and has been a point of conten- 
tion ever since. Up to that time the miners 
did their own blasting, bought their own 
powder, and were held responsible for the 
results. They abolished that system, and 
since then have hired men to do the blasting, 
classing them as shooters,“ and giving 
them outside workers’ pay, which amounts 
to $2.50 a day. 

The new method materially lessened the 
work of the miners and they opened a cam- 
paign two years ago to have the operators 
bear the burden of the expense. This was 
refused and the miners appealed to the In- 
diana legislature to force the operators to 
pay the bills and hire the shooters’ in 


every mine.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FORTEROY | 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Ponte, 


OBERT OF BOURBON, ex-sovereign 
duke of Parma, is receiving congratu- 
lations on the birth of his twentieth 
child, a daughter, the eldest of his 
numerous progeny, the lete Princess 

Ferdinand of Bulgaria, having been born as 
far back as 1870. Princess Ferdinand is, I 
believe, the only one of his children who is 
dead. At any rate, there’are nineteen of 
them now living, the eldest, Princess Louise, 
being 31 years of age. Eight of them were 
born of ‘his first union with Princess Marie 
of Naples, while the remaining eleven are 
the offispring of his second wife, the Infanta 
Maria Antonia of Portugal, sister of the 
legitimist pretender to the throne of Portu- 
gal, as well as of Archduchess Marie Therese 
of Austria and of the crown. princess of 
Luxemburg. 

The duke of Parma reigned for a few years 
as a minor over the former duchy of Parma, 
in northern Italy, that is to say, from the 
time of the assassination of his father, King 
Charles IIL, until the annexation of his 
dominions by Victor Emmanuel and their 
incorporation in the kingdom of United Italy: 

The assassins of Duke Charles III. died in 
this country, one of them in a public hos- 
pital at Philadelphia, and no attempt was 
made by the Parma authorities to prevent. 
their escape or to secure their extradition 
and punishment, so evil was the life of their 
victim and so anxious were both his family 
and the Parma authorities to avoid lifting 
the veil with which certain phases of his 

‘existence were shrouded. _ 


Matters are 3 on from bad to worse 
at Athens, where the king and his heir are 


in open conflict with the new cabinet. The 


constitution provides that the cabinet shall 
submit no measure to the legislature with- 
out having previously informed the sov- 
ereign of its character. It has neglected to 
do this in no less than four instances, among 
others in the case of the bill destined to 
deprive the crown prince or diadokos of the 
supreme command of the army, investing the 
control thereof once more, as well as its 
administration, in the hands of the minister 
of war, thus rendering it again an instru- 
ment of party politics. 


King Leopold is just at present the object 
of the most bitter denunciations in the Bel- 


secure legislation authorizing the savings 


schemes of which he is the active promoter 
and chief. If these schemes come to grief 
It will therefore be the poor and working 
classes in Belgium who will pay the piper 
instead of the king. Since the public de- 
nunclation of the Congo horrors, for which 
he is so largely responsible, he has tired of 
the surname of “ Leopold the African,“ and 
now hankers after the sobriquet ot Leo- 
pold the Asiatic.” 

— 

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria seems to 
have inherited more than any other of the 
descendants of King Louis Philippe of 
France his grandfather's fondness for double 
dealing and intrighe. For although he has 
posed until quite Jately as the vassal in all 
but name of the czar, and as entirely sub- 
servient to his wishes, and as devoted body 
and soul to Russia, it has been discoyered 
by the latter’s agents that the prince is just 
at present in the most active and confidential 
correspondence with the sultan, having with- 
drawn from Sofia to his country place at 
Euxinograd apparently with the object of 
attracting less attention to the coming and 
going of special messengers. 

Now Russia, together with Austria and 
England, is engaged in bringing pressure to 
bear upon the porte to compel it to intro- 
duce the promised reforms into Macedonia, 
and thus remove the “ raison d’etre ’’ for the 
impending insurrection. In fact, the rela- 
tions between the. three great powers in 
question and the Turkish government are 
the reverse of cordial just at present owing 
to the threats addressed by them to the sul- 
tan in order to compel him to live up to his 
promises about Macedonia, and thus avert 
a revolution which might precipitate a full 
fledged European war. 

The discovery, therefore, that Prince Ferd- 
mand is in secret and active correspondence 
with the sultan is, to say the least, sus- 
picious and calculated to create doubts at 
St. Petersburg as to the sincerity of his pro- 
fessions of loyalty and devotion to the czar. 
His grandfather, King Louis Philippe, lost 
his French throne. precisely on account of 
this inability to refrain from double dealing 
and because, having forfeited the confidence 
of every one in turn, nobody would trust 
him any longer. It will be the same way 
with Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, whom 


| the late emperor of Russia was always wont 


to denounce as a prince without even a 
vestig@ of honor or the slightest regard 
for his plighted word. 

— 

The situation at Sofia is, indeed, compli- 
cated just at present. The Danef cabinet, 
which, like old Zankof, the president of the 
national legislature, is completely Russo- 
phile, insists on complete obedience to the 
czar's commands that Bulgaria should ab- 
stain from encouragaing agitation in Mace- 
donia until the sultan has proved his, in- 
ability or disinclination to carry out the 
projected reforms. These views were not, 
however, shared by Gen. Paprikoff, the min- 
ister of war, the intimate friend of the prince, 
and looked upon as his @rsonal representa- 
tive in all the recent cabinets, 

Paprikoff is a Macedonian. at heart, and 
eager for armed action in Macedonia. He 
recently demanded an increase of $3,000,000 
in the war estimates on the ground that in 
view of the military preparations by Turkey 
and by Servia it was absolutely necessary 
that the Bulgarian army should be pre- 
pared for all eventualities. The cabinet de- 
clined to consent to any such sum being de- 
voted to armaments at the present moment, 
declaring, in the first place, that the finances 
of the nation were in such desperate condi- 
tion that it would precipitate bankruptcy, 
while the voting of any such sum at this 
juncture would constitute a flagrant defiance 
of the czar and of the other two powers who 
had insisted on Bulgaria abstaining for the 
present from any encouragement to the 
Macedonian agitation. Thereupon the min- 
ister of war resigned. But the prince con- 

tinues to profess the utmost ee and 
intimacy oud the general. 
— 

The 8 of the prince, it must be con- 
fessed, is one of much difficulty. He is ex- 
pected to obey the peremptory commands of 
the czar. Theoretically, he should be abso- 
lutely loyal and devoted to the sultan, whois 
his suzerain as far as Bulgaria is concerned. 
and his sovereign with regard to the eastern 
Roumelian portion of his dominions. His 
principality is bankrupt. He is under the 
ban of the church, having been subjected 
to the penalty of minor excommunication by 
the pope and debarred from the sacraments 
for violating his pledged word in causing his 
eldest boy to be converted from catholicism 
to the Orthodox Greek rite, and he is threat- 
ened with assassination by the leaders of the 
Macedonian revolutionary movement unless 
he plays their game and favors them and 
their policy. Thanks to Gen. Paprikoff, his 
army is wholly Macedonian in its sympa- 
thies, a large proportion of the officers a2 
men being Macedonians.

Mr. Langerman went to Morocco asa com- 
missioner for the St. Louis exposition, and 
returned on the Kaiser Wilhelm der-Grosse 
today. He escaped from,Fez while that 
old of the sultan was besieged by the 
rebels under Bou Hamara, the pretender. 


TLaughed et His Warnings. 

When I.left Fes,“ said he, I had 4 pro- 
gram mapped out to go to Tangiers, 187 miles 
away, on business connected with the exposi- 
tion. I had been warned several days be- 
fore my departure that I was likely to be 
molested by rebels the moment I left the 
a: but I laughed at the fears of my ad- 

sers, 


“The sultan, since I insisted on leaving 


Fez at that time, ordered the strongest kind 
of a guard to be sent along, and presented 
me with four coal black horses. My guard 
consisted of 500 of the finest soldiers ob- 
tainable. ‘ 
„We were attacked when not more than 
twelve miles outside of Fez by an overwhelm- 
ing army of rebels. My guards were equipped 
with the latest make of English and Ge 

guns and fine swords, but they sitet bane 
a ghost of achance. Not only did the rebels 
slaughter the guards, but cut off their heads 
and exhibited them through the territory 
under their control. 

Captured by the. Rebels. 

“With those who survived the massacre 
I fell back in the hope of returning to Fez, 
but we found our retreat blocked. .I was 
captured, but upon being convinced that I 
was an American visitor on business only 
they released me, with my four men.“ 

Langerman does not explain why the four 
men were not slain with the rest, or what 
part he took in the conflict. He continued: 

What occurred the day following the 
slaughter of the guard I did not learn until 
my arrival at Tangier. Then I was tola 
the news of the killing of my guards reached 
Fez the same night it happened. The sultan, 
enraged, ordered 1.000 men away at midnight. 


The next day an awful battle was fought, 


which resulted in a victory for the sultan’s 
men. They returned to Fes withthe heads of 
300 rebels stuck on their poisoned arrows 
and lances. These heads, I was informed 
subsequently, were nailed to the gates of Fez 
as a warning.“ 
Mr. Langerman said that three of the 
horses the sultan gave him died at sea be- 
tween Gibraltar and Liverpool.

AN EARLY MISSIONARY. . 
Life of Raymond Lull, by Samuel M. 
Zwemer. (Funk & Wagnalls company.) 
Samuel M. Zwemer, himself a missionary 
among the Arabs, has written a brief life of 
„Raymond Lull, the First Missionary to the 
Moslems.” Lull ,the son ofa rich Catalonian 
in the thirteenth century, was born at Pal- 
ma, island of Majorca, about 1235. Like St. 
Francis, his youth was spent amid lutury 
and his early manhood in debauchery and 
sinful pleasures, but he was conyerted and 
spent the remainder of his years in trying to 
convert Islam. He was nearly 60 before he 
made his first missionary trip to Tunis. He 
went on a second trip to northern Africa, and 
into Armenia, on all these occasions suffering 
imprisonment and other punishment, but for 
Zion's sake he would not hold his peace. He 
wrote for and argued with the Mohammedans 
continually, and where he did not convince 
he often gained their respect by his sturdy 
faith, his personal bravery, and by, the logic 

of his disputations. : 
When it is remembered that he went forth 
single handed to conquer the Saracen with 
the gospels, where Christendom had failed to

MARCH CONDITIONS GOOD FOR ALL 


Winter Wheat Showing. Fine Growth 
and Hardly Any Damage Done— 
Spring Plowing Backward in Many 
States Owing to Excessive Moisture 

—Work im South Delayed by Floods 
_—Mississippi Valley and Northwest 
, Give Prospect of Large Acreage. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—[Special.}— 
‘The agricultural department's monthly crop 
bulletin is as follows: 

March weather conditions were general - 
ly favorable for the growth of grains and 
grasses in all districts east of the Rocky 
mougptains, but outside of New England and 
portions of the middie Atlantic estates and 
the lake region spring work has been retard- 
ed by excessive rains and the consequent wet 
soil condition. On the Pacific coast the 
weather conditions were generally favorable, 
although it was too cool, and the season is 
two to three weeks late im Washington. 

Reports from all sections indicate that 


winter wheat is in promising condition gen- 


erally. The crop has wintered wel) and is 


now making vigorous gyowth in all sections. 
The rank growth is reported from limited 
areas in Kentucky and some damage by 
water on lowlands in Maryland and the 
lower Ohio and central Mississippi valleys. 
In California winter wheat is in excellent 
condition, with heavy ee from 
large acreage. 
Little Spring Wheat Put tn. 


Some spring wheat has been sown in 
Washington, but no seeding has been done 
in principal spring wheat states. 

Cotton planting is in progress in southern 
Georgia and eastern South Carolina. A lit- 
tle has been planted in Alabama and Florida. 

Serious injury to the peach crop by frost 
is reported from nearly all sections east of 
the Mississippi and from Oklahoma and 
northern Texas. Other fruits are more 


promising. 
The following statements have been sent 
by states: 


NEW ENGLAND—Boston weather favorable for 
2 work; maple sugar yield almost a total 
failure. 

ILLINOIS—Wheat in promising conditions 
spring plowing began, but operations backwaré 
on account of wet soil; peach buds killed. 

INDIANA—Wheat and rye wintered well, en- 
cepting a comparatively small acreage in bot- 
tom land inundated by recent flood. Clover dam- 
aged in places, but generally prospects are nes 
than the average; peach crop badly damaged i 
many localities, buds all killed, pi other fruit 
uninjured. 

OHIO—-Warm season unusually forward; fruit 
trees in bloom in the south; wheat continues in 
excellent condition, and little winter killing is 
reported; clover suffered in places; peaches re- 
ported injured in east and south. 

MICHIGAN—March was abnormally warm; win- 
ter wheat and rye generally in good condition; 
fruit buds have been forced, and some peach dam- 
age reported; plowing is becoming general in 
many counties in the lower peninsula, and some 
oate and clover sown. 

WISCONSIN~The season is well open with con- 
Aitions favorable; winter grains and grasses in 
satisfactory condition; 
cold periods during the winter, but crops were gen- 
erally amply protected by snow. 

IOWA— was warmer than usual; frost 
is rapidly leaving the ground, which is saturat- 
ed, and field work is impracticable; fruit buds gen- 
erally uninjured. 

NEBRASKA~—While March as a whole was warm 
and dry, little. farm work has been done; winter 
wheat and rye is starting nicely. 

KANSAS—Wheat passed through the winter 
well, and is in good condition; peach buds plenti- 
ful in the south. 

- OKLAHOMA, INDIAN TERRITORY—Rains de- 
layed farm work; wheat in fine condition. 

MISSISSIPPI—Preparations for planting gener- 
al, except in flooded districts; fall and winter oats 
doing well; fruit prospects poor in north and fair. 
in south. 

TEXAS—Rapid progress made in breaking land 
for seeding crops; wheat; rye, and fall sown oats 
making vigorous growth and indicate exception- 
ally fine yield. 

ARKANSAS—Farming operations delayed; up- 
land wheat better than usual; considerable dam- 


gage in low lands. 


MISSOURI—Month unusually warm, but ground. 
is wet and little progress made in spring work;
